So ſhould we be 
ſure, eftſones to conclude many ſtrange, extrauagan t, and 
vntertaine toncluſions. Men mult liue (vou know) by in⸗ 
fallible rules: not by fantaſtit all, and fickle examples. ei⸗ 
ther haue you your ſelfe any one authenticall rule, to con- 
clude ſo tertainelp, from ſuch an vncertaine example as 
pou dꝛged even now.

And doeſt thou fondly imagine, that experience 
will proue thee a wiſe · man, if thou denieſſ the tiuth of the 
other? For tell me (I pray thee) muſt not the preſent deſtru- 
Aion of ſo many T obacconiſts, euen as neceſſarily alſo ariſe of 
ſome infectious or venimous matter proceeding from ſuch 
mward taking of Tobacco fumes, and preſently diſperſing it 
ſelfe throughout the whole bodice? 

Capn, God Sir, this ſequele is pet in diſpute; and pon 
take it as granted. 

Hyadr. I ſcorne ſuch a grant at any mans hand: eſpecial- 


ly in this fo euident, and fo cleare a cauſe. And therefore, I 


. Will here vndertake afreſh to convince (it poſſibly I may) by 


found and ſubſtantiall reaſons, that which I cannot perſwade 
dy ſundry examples, ho lamentable and pregnant ſoeuer.

both, but the ſame hath ſome infectious & venimous quality iT 
wherewtth it poſſeſſeth the bodie, And thereupon it is, that 
all Phyſitions (with one conſent) do ioyntly affirme that the 
falling ſickeneſſe ariſeth of a venimous aire poſſeſſing the 
braine. 

Capn. But how holds pour -Aſſumption currant and 
god: namely, that the /moke of Tobacco taken inward, 
_ — ouerthꝛow both faculties of mind, ſtrength

Hyar. Surely Capniſtus, the daily experience of ſuch as 
vfually drinke that ſelfeſame ſmoke, doth eaſily confirme the 
truth of this matter. For what one is he among our tippling 
T obacconifts , that doth not (alas) euen preſently perceiue a 
certaine whirling about ot the brairie ; and find himſelfe ve- 
ry fearfully poſſeſſed with a certaine kind of giddineſſe im- 


mediatly after the taking thereof? Or (if not ſo) that ſuffreth 
not at the leaſt, a maruellous perturbation, and a dangerous * 


diſtutbance of nature? Notwithſtanding ( beſides this their

The firme, and infallible proofe of that which T 
affirmed before: namely, that there is in the ume of Tobacco 
inwardly taken, ſome venimous matter, which ſodainly o- 
verchroweth the faculties of mind, and ſtrength of body, 
For whereas Dodonæus and Metelus do lo skilfully fort To- 
baccoamong the ſundrie kinds of Henbane, it is apparently 
manifeſt ( from out of Dioſcorides his approued iudgement) 
that all kind of Henbane is venimous, as an enemie diſtur- 
bing nature, diſordering reaſon, aſſailing the braine, which 
is the Metropolitane cuer the whole body, & the very tower 
of the heart; yea and procuring a certaine madueſſe withall 
for the preſent. 

Capn. Dodonæus, Metellns, and Dioſcorides they onely ſap 
ſo: as fo2 the truth of their ſpeech , that we mult take at 
their hands vpon truſt: foꝛ they onely ſap ſo, but ſhewno 
one reaſon at all. Yowbeit Sir, our Tobacconiſis (be you 
ſure) they hold not thoſe men of Pythagoras authozitie: nei- 
ther will they be bꝛought to conclude on this ſo2t ; Dodonæ- 
us, Metellus, and D:ioſcorides do topntly anouch;that all kind 
of Henbane is of a popſonſome and venimous nature, and 
therefoꝛe it is certainly ſo indeed. 

Har. Why Capniſtus, halt thou not a more tenerend re- 
gard of that the accuttomed and ancient axiome, which tel- 
leth plainly , That enery 8 expert and full Artiſt muſt be g Ynicuig; 11 
beleened in his proper profeſſion?

Caps, What is his cenſure thereof (Sir) J pꝛay 


Hydr. I will put downe the ſame in his owne proper 
words: without either adding, or taking there from. The leafe 
(faith he) which was ſent out of France to Auguſta, ſeemed 
moſt ſtrange vnto me, and a very plaine noueltie. Wherefore, 
I was very deſirous to tafte therof: but preſently I perceiued 
a marvellous ſharpneſſe thercein,and it did moli Rrangely at- 
fe&me. So as, me thought verily I was ſtarke drunke; and (as 
it were) ſayling downe a Riuet in ſome ſtaggering ſhip: yea 
and trying the ſame againe and againe ſome three or foure 
times, I eftſoones found the ſelfeſame effect. Wherefore, 
waſhing my mouth, and drinking vp a ſpoonefull of vineger:> 
I forthwith put away the giddineſſe of my head. Moreouer, 
I gaue a peece of the leafe (bruiſed and 2 in fleſh )vn- 
to a dog: which (preſently after ſome few houres )did cauſe 
him to vomit abundantly, Verily (Whatſoeuer it is) I ſup- 
poſe, it cannot poſſibly be without ſome ſecret venime. Thus 
much Geſuerus concerning the vertue and force of Tobacco 
in his proper experience. 

Capn. This (J confeſſe) is ſomething to our pꝛeſent 
purpoſe in hand: but Sir, one Swallow (yon know) ma 
keth no ſommer. 

Hydr. Well then, let vs adde to Seſuerus experience, that 
which Theuittus in his deſcription of Weſt India; as alſo that 
which Monardus, Cluſius, and Wecherus do ioyntly remember 
thereof. Namely, that the Prieſts and other the common 
people of the Indians do vſe to ſucke vp the fume of Tobacco 
through a pipe or conduite, either when ( as being asked) 
they giue anſwers concerning the ſucceſſe of buſineſſe, or 
when they are deſirous to ſee viſions; and (as it were) to be 
rapt from themſelues intrance: or being to enter into the 


dangers of battell, Which ſaid diſturbance of mind and ſoule, 
| by 
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by no meanes can be io ſodainly wrought in mans body; 
without the force and efficacie of ſome venimous quality 
concurring therewith. 

Capn. Not ſo Sir, fo: then ſhould the fozce thereof be 
generally perteiued in all men alike. Yowbeit, this ſwim⸗ 
ming of the head is not generally in all: and in them whom 
it ſo ſttangelp poſſeſſeth, the fame may ſeeme rather to pꝛo⸗ 
teede of a certaine thinne humour ſodainly turned into 
wind, and of a whirling about of that aire ſo ſodainly chan- 
ged, then of any other ſuppoſed quality in the / obe it ſelfe, 
as being venimous, and a moztall enemic to the nature 
of man. | 

Hydr. This petaduenture (in a ſimple ſwimming , and 
ſuch as is eftſoones felt at ſome other time elſe) might ſeeme 
to catric ſome ſhew of truth: but in this ſodaine darkneſſe 
and falling into trances vpon the onely taking of Tobacco. 
and at none othet time elſe; and wherein all the ſenſes, and 
the whole braine is ſo ſodainly ouerwhelmed with an ob- 
{cure and cloudie ſmoke, it cannot poſſibly haue any place at 
all, but by the operation of ſome venimous matter concur- 
ring therewith, For ſuch a ſwimming ( for the molt part) is 
the vndoubted forerunner of the falling euill: and imprefleth 
ſucha ſenſible weakneſſe in the braine, as may not poſſibly 
be cured, nor ordinarily helped by any medicine at all, 

Capn. Why Sir, not all that dzinke of this /b? do 
feleſuch aſmming?2 

Hydy. That is nothing at all to the purpoſe. For the peſſi- 

Jence and ſuch other infectious venimes they do not forth- 
with deſtroy all whom they poſſeſſe, nor infect euery one in- 
differently: which notwithſtanding, haue in them naturally 
a power of killing and ſlaying. And therefore, whereas all 
men arenot equally affected with 5 ſelſeſame ſwimming, that 
ought rather to be attributed to the benefit of nature, and 
ſound conſtitution of the braine, then vnto any defeRiue 
poyſonſome qualitie in the ſmoke it ſelfe, which is euermore 


venimous, and a mortall enemie to the nature of man.

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Cepn, But Sir, the ble of Tobacco is very p2ofitable 
fo ſuch as are affected with ſhoꝛtneſſe of bzeath, and with 
ſtopping of the lungs by/reaſon of grofſe humours ouer⸗ 
growing the ſame. 

Hydr. What vſe of Tobacco is profitable for thoſe diſeaſes? 
The ſcorchibg ſmoke thereof drawne or ſucked into the bo- 
dy by a Tobacco pipe? Nothing leſſe, be thou ſure. For ſo the 
lungs themſelues being made hard and ſtiffe (as in old age it 
commonly cometh to paſſe)by reaſon of the extreme force of 
the fume in drying, ſo as they cannot be fanned, nor lifted 
vp any longer, the naturall heate is choaked vp quite for 
want of breathing. And there is much difference betwixt the 
ſmoke of the earthie and ſtinking fume of a burnt heatbe, and 
the aitie iuyce ofthe ſaid hearbe drawne forth by infuſion, 
by ſteeping, by boyling, or ſeething. Indeed, the broath of 
Tobacco, or a ſirupe made of the infuſion thereof, doth 
ſomewhat helpe the Ropping of the lungs, but not the 
ſmoke. 

Capn. And pet foꝛz all this, the / obe of Tobacco diſbur⸗ 
deneth the bꝛaine from this ſinke of humours: and purgeth 
the bloud from filthie and vnwholſome matter. 

Hydr. Yea marrie Sir, a very trimme purgation (no 
doubt) that draweth ſo fotth from the bodie and braine ſuch 
a thinne, ſubtile and waterifh matter, as (ir may be) nature 
her ſelfe had proportionably appointed to both for the bet- 
ter and more eaſie conueyance of the bloud it ſelfe through- 
out the whole bodie: and (in ſtead thereof ) placeth groſſe 
humours in the braine and all the reſt ofthe members; and 
whereby a certaine curdled matter is increaſed , and this 
lame ſmokie ſtinking fume ſetled in the roome thereof, 

Caps, But Sir, the fume of Tobacco frieth the ſpirits 
from thoſeburdenſome humours, as it were from fetters: 
and ſo maketh them moze pꝛompt and nimble hy much. 

Hyd. And doth it ſo indeed? When rather the ſpirits 
whom nature hath ordained to be cleare and bright, both 
for thediſcourſing of reaſon, as alſo for the miniſterie - 5 

enſes 
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ſenſes themſelues) by this filthic fume · dtinking are made 
obſcure and darke, and the braine, and wholo bodie infe- 
Red with a ſmokie blacke colour? yea, and when in ſtead of 
that ſame drie cleareneſſe & light which Heraclitus, and( with 
him) all, both Philoſophers and Phyſitions of-any ſound 
judgement do accompt the principall and pureſt ſoule, thoſe 
fume-drinkers do ſubſtitute and thruſt in their appointed 
place, moſt palpably obſcured and darkened ſpirits? In which 
their lo prepolterous a purging of the braine it ſelfe, they do 
both confound the orderly works of nature, and euen quite 
ouerthrow the infallible precepts and rules preſcribed by 
Phyſitions : who are the appointed miniflers of nature her 
{ltetor the orderly preſeruation of the body in health. Who 
all ioyntly with one vniforme aſſent do affirme; that a cloudy 
and obſcure aite, ot ſuch as proceedeth from hollow and 
fennie places, is very vawholſome for the bodies of men. 
Which their canonicall iudgment thoſe our fume-deuourers 
do neuer obſerue, vntill (with an extreme hazard of life) 
they do find (by their miſcrable and wofull experience) how 
pernicious a thing it is. Neither, without an exceeding great 
cauſe were chimnies (by our Anceſtors formerly inuented, 
that thereby, the ſ\moke(drawne by a vehement heate of the 
fire from matter apt to burning) might be diſperſed abroad 
in the aire, for feare ofhurting the bodies ofmen. 
Capn. Thy Sir?thereare many ſo2ts of fumes inuen⸗ 
ted and taught by the Phyſttions themſelues , as well foz 


the ſtrengthning of diuerſe parts, as alſo foz the curing of 


hard diſeaſes. | | 

Hydr. There are fo (I confeſſe,) but what doſt thou con- 
clude from the ſame ? That therefore the ſmoke of Tobacco 
ſucked vp by a pipe or conduite, is exceeding wholſome for 
the bodies of men? Alas ſillie ſoules, ho may not plainly 
perceiuea flat fallacion in this their conſequence? For almoſt 
all ſorts of fumes are vſed by expert Phyſitions, to recreate 
and comfort the ſpirits by their odoriferous ſmels , rather 


then to draw any thing out of the bodie by ſuch ſcorching

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fumes as do heate and drie. Vea and that ſweete kind of re- 
freſhing the ſpirirs was inſtituted firſt by nature her ſelfe, 
who tellech vs directly and truly that * ſeete ent ments and 
er reioyce the heart. And as this was dame natures owne 
inſlitution, ſo was the primarie praiſe thereof ſet fitſt a- 
floate by learned Hippocrates, the prime incerpreter of na- 
tures purpoſe therein, Whereas theſe filthie ſcorching Zo- 
bacco ſmoker,do nothing elſe but daunt and drie vp the ſpirits: 
a thing flac oppoſite to natures inſtitution, and the witles in- 


vention of vicious and wild diſpoſitions, 


{ aps. Not ſo Sir, foz ſome ſinking fume: are alfo ap- 
plied by Phyſitions themſelues in the (uffocation of the 
matrire, oz riſing of the mother: and this alſo with lauda- 
ble and happie ſucceſſe. 

Hydy. Very ttue as thou ſayeſt. Howbeit, thoſe filioking 
fumes they are not ſo applied by expert Phyſitions with any 
purpoſe or mind to cure the diſeaſe, but for thts end rather: 
Namely, that nature her ſelſe, and the naturall heate ſo ſo- 
daialy ſurpriſcd by reaſon of thoſe Rinking fumet which 
they naturally abhorre , might be the ſooner prouoked to 
gather theirnaturall ſtrength and vigour afreſh,and thereby 
diſperſe andexpell that venimous aire wherewith the ma- 
trixe it ſelfe being ſtuffed, did ſodainly ariſe and aſcend vp- 


-ward, 


Caps. But oner and beſides the ſuffotation of the ma- 
trixe (namely , in the conſumption of the lungs; as alſo in 
v Frenchpore ) certaine fumes of Cynoper, red Arſnicke, 
quick-Muer, D2piment, and other venimous things are 
admitted and vſed of ſundꝛie late weiters in Phyſicke, as 
Falopius and others. 

Hyar. They are fo I confeſſe. How beit, warily, ſpatingly, 
and in very ſmall quantitie: yea and this alſo not without a 
conſiderate, and proportionable mixture of ſome other 
things elſe to cortect and alay the force of their venimous 
qualities. And that moreouer the operation thereof in dry- 
ing onely (which agreeth wich nature) might be communi- 

| cated 
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eated to the bodie it ſelfe: and yet (notwithſtanding all this) 
the learned (for their parts) haue euermore had a very vehe- 
ment ſuſpition of this kind of curing. And (in the conſump- 
tion of the lungs eſpecially) Iſee that Galene miſlikes thoſe 
fumes: and approuech rather of a ſweete bath, or hot-houſe. 
And certainly, Fallopius himſelfe doth not alcogether ap- 
proue of thoſe fumes, And for learned Feryelixs, he veiter! 
miſliketh of them: in ſo much as ( in the cute of the French- 
poxe) he will not admit any ointment compounded of 

uick · ſiluer. And verily, if Calene durſt not ſo much as taſte 
of the herbe Zycoporſium, becauſe onely it but ſmelt ſome- 
what ſtrong : ſhall choſe our ſmoke-deuourers thus dare, not 
onely to taſte, but alſo to entertaine into the ſecret and moſt 
inward parts of their bodies, yea euen into the very treaſury 
of nature it ſelfe, ſuch an infectious, venimous, and moſt 
deadly conſuming. poyſon? 

Capn. But be it Sir, there were (as you ſay) in this 
Tobacco /moke (ome certaine contagious benime: our arti- 
fictall 7obacconefts thep can verpſkilfully coʒrect, and allay 
that ſelfeſame venimous qualitie, with the powder of a 
Nutmeg , and two oz thꝛe dꝛops of the Chymncall ople of 
Aniſe,compounded and blended with the pouder of Tobacco 
it ſelfe, oz ener the ſame be in war dly taken. 


Hydr. Our artificiall Tobaccomf?s . thou? Nay ra- 


ther, our Seraphicall ſinokie Aſſes. Who( by this their skilfull 
vns kilfull mingle · mangle) do fhew themſelues ſuch ſodden- 
headded ſots as blend Sugar. candie with ratſ-bane. Of vety 
purpoſe for ſooth, that ( howſoeuer the tatſ · bane it ſelfe be 
mortally dangerous )it might by the ſweet taſte, be made to 
paſſe more pleaſantly downe, and thereby alſo more vnper- 
ceiueably conuey the venimous poyſon it ſelfe into the in- 
ward parts, and ſo more powertully ſurptiſe ihe vitall ſpitirs. 
And (yet for all this) theſe fantaſticall fellowes, they muſt 
(by thy calculation) be accompted forſooth our artificiall To- 
bacconiſtt. Well then, be it ſo for this once; and now do tell 


me withall, whether thou thy ſelfe by the very purport of 
H 3 thine 
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thine owne proper ſpeech, doeſt not couertly confeſle the 
inward taking of Tobacco ſmoke to be very pernicious vnto 
the body, except the ſame be conſideratly and skilfully cor- 
reed before. But what a ſtrange and monlirous kind of cor- 
rection is this that thou ſpeakeſt of? What man? When the 
very [moke of Tobacco it ſelfe is a mottall enemie to the natuie 
of the bodie, may the groſſe muddie ſmołe of thoſe oylie 
matters commixed with that former, poyſonſome fume, be 
oſſibly made either good or wholſome? What is this elſe, 

a to adde fire vnto fired and (in ſtead of ſuppreſſing) to ſer 
that ſcorching flame yet further afloate? That ſo (with an 

ouer haſtie and vntimely death) they may the more ſpeedily 
conſume and ſcorch vp their vitall ſpirits and radicall hu- 
mours. 

And pet fo2 all that, if this /moke of 
Tobacco were taken but once in a weeke , peraduenture it 
might do much god in reſoluing the excremental humours 
onelp; as alſo in expelling them out of the bodie, and pet

Hydr. Doeſt thou place the preſetuation of mens health 
vpõ blind peraduentures?Surely,a wiſe man ſhould be with- 
out all peraduenture , before he aduenture to take any thing 
inwardly into his body:or elſe he may peraduenture but pla 
the part of a foole. And yet this I confeſle withall,y the taking 
of Tobacco but once in a weeke would do y leſſe hurt, though 
it would (notwithſtanding) do very much hurt, by workin 
ſuch an imbecillicie and weakeneſſe in the braine it ſelfe, as 
would make it much more apt to enterraine ſundry other ex- 
crementall humours afreſh: and by procuring the ſaid braine 
withall (by reaſon of the exceſſiue heate and drines thereof) 
to draw and ſucke vp from the lower parts, ſome ſuch excre- 
mentall humours as were not ro be expelled that way. And

Hydr. What ( apniſtus! And muſt we (in very deede) be 
inforced to borrow from the furthermoſt parts of India this 
Rinking, infectious and venimous /moke,to expell that maſſe 
or ſinke of humours from out of the body: when we haue 
here at home that ſelfeſame method of curing (whether by 
pilles, by medicines to be chewed inthe mouth, or put into 
the noſe, or by ſweating) which was formerly deriued from 
the ancient, & moſt famous Phyſical fountaines ofthe worldꝰ 
Or ¶ if that do not like thee ſo well) thou maiſt then ( by the 
meere benefit of nature it ſelfe ) very eaſily diſpatch thy ſelfe 
from all ſuch corruptions, if thou diligently and religiouſly 
obſerue that golden meane which Hippocrates perſwades, 
and preſcribes in thy labour, thy meate, thy drinke, thy ſleepe, 
and thy luſt. For as in domeſticall and houſehold affaires, 
parhimonie or ſparing is worth a great ſtipend: ſo ſurely, 
from the very manner of thy conuerſation and cariage, thou 
mayeſt receiue a very rich benefite, as well for retaining thy 
ſtrength, as for preſeruing thy health, And herein I will giue 
to thy ſelfe, and all our Tobacconsſts this onely precept: which 
if thou and they do conſcionably and carefully obſerue as 
you ought, you may eaſily and a long time preſerue your bo- 
dilie healths healths in good eſtate. The precept for that pur- 
poſe is this: Do not lift vp your hands ſo oft to your mouths; 
for,an inſatiable ſwilling downe of wine, ale, and beere , as 
alſo this inordinate ſucking vp of filthie Tobacco ſmoke, do e- 
uen band and bend themſelues ioyntly together, to breede, 
hatch, and nouriſh this filthie foule channell or ſinke of cor- 
ruptions. 

Saint Bernardis reported to haue ſharply accuſed himſelſe, 
for that ( whiles he went about with ouermuch abſtinence) 
to keepe his bodie vnder, by corruptingghe vigour and tem- 
perature of that his ſaid bodie, he did (after a ſort ) defraud 


the functions of his mind, of their apppointed organe or in- 
ſtrument.

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ttrument, For vnderſtanding at length, that he ought not to 
live priuately to himſelfe alone, but alſo to the publicke be- 
nefite of others, by inſtructing, exhorting, and comforting 
them: and perceiving withall that thoſe publicke duties of 
pietie required the miniſtery ofthe bodie it ſelfe, he found by 
experience at length, that a mau ought ſo far foorth to make 
much of his bodie, or otherwiſe co keepe the (ome vnder:; 
as (in the meane time) the powers and operations of the 
mind be neither choked with pleaſures , nor dulled by too 
much auſteritie. Now then, if ſo grieuous a pricke of con- 
ſcience did even ſting that holy man Bernard, becauſe he 
but made his bodie too too leane and withered with god] 

exerciſes , what puniſhment ( thinkeſt thou) are thoſe men 
to expect and looke hourely for from the hands of our God, 
who (by vnſeaſonable ſwilling and riotous fumes ) do molt 
prodigally conſume and ſoriotouſly weaken and waſte the 
very treaſurie of nature it ſelfe? I for my owne part will put 
downe no cenſure vpon them: but (with all my heart) Iwill 
beſeech the Almightie to giue them farce better minds. Lo, 
this is the vety worſt I wiſh vnto them, and this is the be(t I 


can do for them. 


Cann. As pour pꝛaper is moſt charitable: euen ſo are 
your earneſt perſwaſions with me ſo auaileable, as J am 
— bnable any further to gaineſap pour ſperches 

erein. 

Rags is the truth I perceiue, and will euer preuaile. 
Well then, ſeeing therefore the ſmoke of Tobacco conſu · 
meth the naturall heate; ſith it drieth vp that radicall moi - 
ſture which is the very fountaine of chat ſelfeſame heate; ſith 
by cotrupting the due proportion of the Elements, it diſſol- 
ueth the primarie compotition of the whole bodie it ſelfe; 
fith by the ſhatpeneſſe thereof ( which partly it hath by na- 
ture, & partly doth draw fromthe burning) it euen gnaweth 
and fretteth the members of the bodie; ſeeing it cauſeth the 
cleare, ſweete and wholſome ſpirits of the bodie to become 
obſcure, Rinking , and ynwholſome ; ſeeing it diſperſeih 
throvgh- 
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throughout the whole bodie a venimous aire, and repugnant 
to nature, aſſayling the head, heart, and life; finally, for ſo

Dir, J do now vnderſtand to the full, what you 
ſimply meane here, by the purſes p2zofluuity: and thercfoze, 
ſhew menert ( beſeech you) how this our inſatiable ſwil⸗ 
ling in of filthie Tobacco fumes, becometh too too pꝛofluui⸗ 
ous fo2 our Tobacconiſte purſes, and molt peſtiferous to the 
publike State. 

Hydr. Content, Wherein thou haſt firft to obſerue, that 
Tobacco it ſelfe hath bene evermore held at an exceediug high 
price; that thoſe our tippling Tobacconiſts cannot ordinarily 
compaſſe the ſame without an exceſſive reckoning; that ſuch 
an exceſſive reckoning cannot poſſibly be performed with-

wing of all the bodily members; a pernicious diſſoluing of 
the primarie compoſition of the whole bodie it ſelſeʒa prepo- 
ſterousprocuring of the cleare, ſweete, and wholſome ſpirits, 
to become obſcure , ſtinking and vnwholſome; a mol? dan- 
gerous diſperſing of a venimous ayre through out all parts 
of the bodie; a violent aſfailing of the head, the braine, the 
heart , the whole body and life it ſelfe; yea and eftſoones a 
moſt ſodaine anddeſperate death, as we haue more laigely 
declared before. Lo Capniſtus, euen theſe, and ſundry fuclt 
other occurrents, they are thoſe proper effects which do vn- 
doubtedly attend ypon the poore Tobaccomſts body, and as 
ordinarily follow his inſatiable ſwilling in of filthie Tobacco 
fumes, as the ſhadow followes the bodie. And as his ſaid bo- 
die is therewith very dangerouſly infected, ſo ſurely that his 
honeſt reputation ( which ſhould be vnto him 2 as a precious 
oyntment ) is thereby moſt ſhametully blemiſhed.Being poin- 


| ted at by all ſorts of people when he walketh abroad in the 


open ſtreets, and too too reprochfully termed atippling Zo- 
bacconiſt, a (waggering ſwil ſmoke, a ſodden headed Aſſe, a 
fantaſticall foole, a proper tale ſtripling to play at Poope - 
noddie, a man of a wonderfull wit ( forſooth)cõcerning thoſe 
our newly deuiſed chymicall extractions: being ſufficient- 
ly able (in very ſhort time) to turne a ſhilling to nine-pence, 
onethat hath a merucllous dexteritic in avgmenting his pa- 
trimonie by a plaine retrogradation , beginning directly 
where his anceſtors ended, and neuer giuing ouet before he 
come where they firſt began: to knit vp all iu a word, he is 


(ſay they) Thericleiou phi7:5; that is(in plaine Engliſh)a friend 


and follower of cup companions. What one ingerfious na · 


ture may poſſibly but heare theſe diſdainefull reproches, and

Fot this divelliſh device 
is no ſooner ſet on foote by thoſe monſtrous Mmotaures, 
but the ſame is as diuelliſhly entertained of our Tyger-like 
Tobacconifts , and as perniciouſſy put in preſent practiſe by 
them, and their bloudie Bailifs together. So as, from this 
ſaodie foundation doth forthwith ariſe the monltrous im- 
prouing of Lordſhips, the mercileſſe incloſing of ſcuerall 
ao 4 the inſatiable inhaunſing of incomes and fines, the 
exceſſiue racking and raiſing of rents, the beggerly boro- 
wing of ſome three yeares pay before hand at the leaſt; the 
ull riding and running; the chargeable carting and cary- 
ing, ſo yncharicably exacted yponthe poore Tenants; their 
bondſlaue - like boonings at euery becke; their extraordina- 
rie rent · eorne, rent · coales, rent · capons, and I wot not what;

For howſoeuer it be a moſt ſearefull ſinne 
before the Maieſtic of the immortall God, for any man thus 
vainely to waſte his wealth: yet ſurely this our ſupetfluous 
ſucking in of filthie Tobacco fumes goeth neuer alone by ic 
ſelfe, but hath (like an amourous Ladie)her laſciuious hang- 
bies attending hourely vpon her traine , to aggrauate her 
needleſſe exceſſe the more in the preſence of God, For this 
burning and ſcorching flame being once inwardly taken in- 
tothe bowels ; there muſt neceſſarily follow, an inſatiable 
quaffing vp af wine, ale, or beere at the leaſt, to allay and 
quench the exceſſiue heate of the ſtomacke. And by the in- 
ſatiable quaffing in of theſe ſtrong drinks, Dame Yenw her 
ſelfe beginneth efcſoones ſo fiercely to be enflamed and ſet 
on fire, as nothing in the world but ſome one ofher Damo- 
ſels,or Draf-ſackes at leaſt, muſſ forthwith be fercht,to calme 
the new kindled coales of theit luſting hearts. And thoſe a- 
mourous Damoſels fo ſeruiceably attending their becke, & 


ſo wantonly ſeruing their turnes tbat way, they muſt not 


only. be moſt gallantly adorned with whatſoeuer ornaments 
of bravery themſclues , but be courted efiſoones (by thoſe 
their prodigall paramours) in ſundry changeable & charge · 
able ſures. And this brauery of apparel,it muſt be proportio ·

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ſumptuous buildings, they ſpeedily procure a prodigall diſ- 
pending of patrimonies with other like worldly ptefer- 
ments. And this prodigall — of patrimonies, it 
cannot but impaire our fume. ſuckers ancient eſtates. And 
chis needleſſe impairing of ancient eſtates, it muſt haue for- 
ſooth ſome preſent ſupply from a pitifull oppreſſing of the 
poore Tenants themfelues.

Can. J might ( at firft fight) ſo accompt them, 3 
freely confeſſe. Yowbeit Sir, this your cynicall cenfure, 
it will (Afeare me) be ſhzewdly diſtaſted of ſome ; becauſe 
the Trades themſelues which you ſpeake of here — 
rightly 
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rightly reſpected) are very commendable, pea and ſundꝛy 
men of thoſe ſelfe ſame trades, are wozthily reputed foz ho⸗ 
neſt perſons. 

Hydr. Diſtaſted of ſome (ſayeſt thou?) A ſilie poore wit» 
lefſe ſome they are ( be thou ſure ) who wot not how to di- 
ſtiaguiſh berweene thoſe trades themſelues, and the men in 
thole trades. For I do not here cenſure thoſe good trades 
themfelues,nor the honeft men whatſocuer,imployed in any 
of thoſe commendable trades: onely I taxe the ſcum and of- 
ſcouring of honeſt men, and the palpable abuſers of thoſe the 
good trades whatſoeuer. And therefore (toproceede direct- 
ly in that our former ſurucy,) let vs imagine that either all, 
or ſome certaine of theſe ſhould purpoſely aſſemble them- 
ſelues at Arthur ale-mans houſe about eight or nine of the 
clocke in the morning, with a ioynt and full reſolution there 
to hold out ſide till eleuen or twelue in the night: what kind 
of coile (thinkeft thou) would thoſe our quaint companions 
keepe there for all the day long? 

Caps, When the god ale were once got in the head, 
and wit gone out, J feare me Sir, they would kepea be⸗ 
ry bad coile. 

Hydr. Thou mayeſt be aſſuted of that, if thou but obſerue 
their ordinarie courſes. For ( hauing ioyntly determined vp- 
on the match making) to make then their ſweete liquor of 
life the appointed period to allthoſe their pot-like procee- 
dings, they ſuppoſe it not greatly amiſſe, to begin the match 
firſt. by drinking in meaſure next their hearts; that is, each man 
(for his ſhare) muſt carouſe a whole quart at aclap , for cu- 
ring his cie-fight, After all this, they miſpendſome quarter 
of an houre in queſtioning about the maner of their Hoſſeſ- 
fes brewing , and in ee e moſt highly that laſt bre- 
wed liquor of life. But now{forſooth) perceiuing ſome ſo- 
daine cold qualme overwhelming their queaſie ſtomackes 
by reaſonthat their lately received liquor lieth cold in the 
fame, they do call forthwith for one ounce of Tobacco, for a 


Tobacco pipe, and a greaſie candle to kindle the fame 2 ſuc- 
M 3 king 
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king in ( by courſe) that filthic Tobacco furne as eagerly (Laſ- 
ſure chee)as the hungtie horſe-leach ſucketh vp the puttiſied 
bloud from a ſore bruiſed leg. This is no ſooner done, but 
the / begin eftſoones to feele the fierie ſcorching. flame of 
that filthic Tobacco fame, to fret and burue in their bellies: 
and thereupon, they do preſently call for a whole yard ofale, 
that is, for ſo many freſn cups of that theit beloued liquor, as 
may ſtand one by one within a yard compaſſe euery way. 
With theſe they teſolue to allay, and to quench the outragi- 
ous heate in their belching breaſts: wherein alſo they do 
make exceeding much hate, for feare of fiering their rubie 

vermilion noſes. This purpoſe performed, they perceive their 
former fierie ſtomackes ſo ſodainly cooled, and do then feele 

wichall, ſuch a chilling cold diſperſing it ſelfe throughout all 

the parts of their bodie, as they feate to be forthwith ſutpri- 

ſed with a cold deadly palſie, or to fall eftſoones into ſome 

new feauer-lurden atleaſt: and chereupon they take Tobacco 

afreſh: and withall ( for preuenting the worſt ) they do call 

forth a whole Iuric of freſh cups, to conclude and determine 
the goodeſtate of their bodies, The firſt quart cup of thoſe 

twelue (being called Tom Treth) they do make the foreman 

of the lurie : ſwearing him forthwith, to giue vp a very true 

verdict concerning this preſent point, and to kiſſe the booke, 

that is, to cleaue cloſe to theirpale coloured lips till all the 

liquor be out. After him, Brafie/d-font he is next called, and ſo 

all che reſt of their Iurie in order: telling them one by one, 
that the ſame oath which their fore-man had taken, muſt e- 

uery one of them alſo (for their parts) take and fulfill, ſo 
helpe tnem Beltcebub, in the name of bleare-cied Bacchus 
their ale · mighty ſoule-ſlayer,& to kiſſe the ſaid booke as be- 
fore. The Iurie now hauing thus deuoutly taken their oathes, 
and very deepely conſidered their late · giuen charge to the 
bottome, Breede-bate 5 Bailieffe he cries, A verdict, a verdict. 
Whereupon Prince Arthur the ale · man (being then made 
the deputed Rhadamant hus guer thoſe his tippling Tobacco- 

miſts) he readily receiueth the verdict, as followeth: Namely, 
that 
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that howſoeuer all the reſt of their damned crew, are in pret- 
tie good caſe ) Cocke-0n hoope the Cobler is fallen into very

As though the owners of ſuchfalture grounds 
were more neceſſarily conſttained to plough vp their ſaid 
grounds _ ſo diſparked , then at any time before when 
they were hedged in, But ſuppoſe thoſe ſaid grounds were 
all converted to tillage; how are they able to proue, that the 
Tugmencation of tillage doth vndoubtedly tend to the pub- 
like good of our countrey? 

Caps, Betauſe ( ſay they) the augmentation of tillage 
would pꝛocure moze plentie of coꝛne by much; the great 
plentie of coꝛne would pꝛeſently pull downe theerceſſiue 
p2tces of cozne: e the exteſſiue pzices ofcoꝛne being dzought 
once to a very low rate, then the Artificer ; the Tradel⸗ 
man, and poꝛe labouring people might moꝛe merrily liue 
by much. Foz was it not a merrie wozld (ſap they) when a 
man might buy barley and peaſe fo2 foure pence the buſhel, 
mault fo2 fine, rie fo; ſire, and wheate fo2 ſeauen oz eight 
at the moſt: 

Ha. In deede, thoſe our beaſtly bellic-gods who liue 
onely to cate, but not eate to liue, they reaſon euen ſo for all 

(ler. 44.17. the world, ſaying thus: Oh ſit! was it not ſ a merrie world( 1 


pray

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pray you) when a poore man might buy twentie foure egges 
for a pennie? Or as thoſe our tippling Tobaccomfis do now 
fay one to another: Ah ſitrha, how ſayeſſ thou (my heart ) 
was it not a mettie world (thinkeft thou) when good fel 
lowes might haue foure gallons of good-ale for an halfe- 
ennic? And thus, theſe our poore mault wormes they mea- 
ſure the publike good of our countrey by their owne proper 
bellies, and ſo determine the matter and meanes of mainte- 
nance (thou maiſt ſee ) as if the welfare of countries and 
kingdomes conſiſted wholly tn gormandizing and gulling 
in of meates and drinkes, and in an onely fragging and pam- 
pering of poore mens bellies, theugh it were with the fil- 
ching and pining of all other beſides them ſelues. Yea ſurely, 
theſe our tippling Tobacconiſts they meaſure the welfare of 
men in the world, as the common drunkard vſeth tofizethe 
ſatietie of ſuch as fit with him at table, by the onely placing 
of all F good-ale pots plumme vnder his owne proper noſe, 
ſaying thus to the reſt: Sirs,ſet vp your pots hither I pray you, 
that euery man may the more eaſily reach them. As though 
he him ſelfe were euery man, or as if ( becauſe the ſaid pots 
be now within the reach of his one proper noſe )ic may be 


enough for the reſt to ſee them, or to liue by their onely :e licer, 
ſmell , without any taſling at all. Even ſuch is our tippling 2 non 


T obacconifts care(thou mailt ſee )for publike good. Althoug 
* I will not denie, but that this which they thus babble a- 
road, might haue init ſome better reſemblance of truth, 
if (in very deede ) the welfare of kingdomes confilted alone 
in the exceeding great plentie of corne, and in an onely ſu- 
perfluous ſupport of the poorer ſort. And therefore (for a 
further manifeſtation of this one matter now in queſtion): 
let vs here firſt conſider vpon what kind of people the wel- 
fare of countries and kingdomes doth chiefly conſiſt: and 
then next, whether the low prices of corne would bee the 
onely beft meanes for the better vpholding of that kind of

u Pro. 14. 28. fte kingdome, For ſith the u honowy of a King is immoueably 


etled ypon the multitude of Subiefts,and that (for want of ſuch 
Subiects) the Prince himſclfe muſt neceſſariſy come ( in ſuc- 
ceſſeof time) to an ineuitable deſolation and ſpoile: whe 
ſeeth not now, but that the happie eſtate of kings, of king - 
domes, and countties muſt conſequently ariſe from that ſort 
eſpecially, whereby the greateſt multitude of true hearted 
Subiects is moſt ſurely maintained? But that ſort ( all men 
know by daily experience) is the Yeomanrie or Hus bandrie 
of countries and kingdomes: becauſe by it are Kings ſuppot- 
ted; by it, ate Princes and Nobles ſuſtained ; by it, all attifi- 
cers, ttades- men, and poore labouring people are preſetued 
from famine. For tell me, I pray thee Capniſtus, from whom eſ- 
pecially do Kings teceiue their ſubſidies, their fiſteenes, their 
taxes, and yearely prouiſions for any their domeſticall or 
publike affaires, but principally, or collaterally from poore 


husbandman? From whom do the poore, the Nobles, and 


Gentrie of countries or kingdomes poſſeſſe their annuall 
rents, their ancient reuenewes, theit incomes and fines, their 
boonings and ordinarie carriages, but primarily from out 
of poote husbandmens purſes? From whoſe onely endea- 
uours and labours do all Artificers , Trades-men , and 
pootelabouring people enioy their bread-corne, and mault- 
corne, but onely, and altogecher from the poore husband- 
mans plough? 5 e 1 | 
Cn. That is certainly ſo: and thereupon they boldly 
conclude without all contradiction, that the augmentation 
— — veeld a further complement to all thoſt the 
Hd. Very well. Now then we are conſequently come 
to conſidet more eſpecially of that our ſecond propounded 
point. Namely ( for that the ſureſt ſupportation of all eſtates 
in a countrey or kingdome doth primarily e onſiſt in the or- 
dinarie

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difiarie.ypholding of husbandmen) whether therefore the 
augmentation of tillage ( all other things continuing ſtill in 
their ordinarie courſe would become the onely beſt ordina- 
rie meanes to maintaine that one onely ſtate it ſelfe in ſuch 
ſolid condition, as that thereby alſo all other eſtates beſides 
are the more ſurely ſupported from time to time?

Their vncertaine imaginations, they are no cer- 
taine concluſons. And therefore, do ſpeake ditectly to the 
queſtion propounded by giuing ſome cettaine demonſtra- 
tion of that their vncertaine imagination. 

Capn. They take in hand to demonſtrate the matter 
thus. By the augmentation of tillage(fay they) there might 
be maintained in England, as many moe huſbandmen as 
there are at this pꝛeſent. And fo the greater multitude of 
huſbandmen, the greater aboundance of toznt; and the 
greater aboundance of cone, the bettet cheape it would be 
had They ſhew themſelues to be men of ſhaſlow con. 

ceipts: becaule ſuch an augmeneation of busbandrie, would 
directly become an augmentation of beggerir.

They haue no certaine aſſurance of ſuch a propor- 
tion: becauſe the increaſe of their labours conkfterh nog

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1c 4. aan an their owne proper planting , but in the onely good bleſſmg 
of God. But be it ſuppoſed, the increaſe it were certainly 


ſuch as they ſay; and yet euen then alſo a man may plainly * 
perceiue, that (according to this their propounded propor- 
tion) the poore husbandmans ſtate ſhould euen now become 
worle then it was before, by ſixepence at leaſt in euery bu- 
ſhell. For if he might vſually ſell his one buſhell before for 
two ſhillings ſixe · pence atleaſt, and now (that corne is ſo 
cheape) can ſell thoſe his foure buſhels but for bare two ſhil- 
lings at molt, is not the poore husband · mans (tate impoue- 
tiſhed, rather then betteted, by this their augmentation of 
tillage, ee e the exceeding great plentie of 
corne? Now then, if the abundance of corue ( arifing from 
that theit former augmentation of tillage) be brought once 
to ſuch a lo price, as ( albeit the poore husbandman had 
now foure buſhels atleaſt for euery one buſhell before: how

Capn. Uerp true. But then the rents of Farmes would 
be bzought to ſome low reckoning they ſap : and ſo ſhould 
the huſbandman be ſomewhat eaſed thereby. 

Hydr, How ſhould the rents of Farmes be brought to a 
lower reckoning , whenthe greateſt number of Farmes are 
leaſſed forth for ſome ten, twentie, yea forty yeares yet to 
come, with a ſtrict couenant for ſuch an exceſſiue rent, du- 
ring the whole remainder of yeares? Thoſe our husbandmen 
therefore being thus ſhrewdly impoveriſhed through the 
ſmall prices of corne, and no way caſed of thoſe their exceſ- 
ſiue rents, neither yet any thing bettered by the abundance 
of corne: who ſeeth not, but that ſuch an augmentation of 
tillage ,' would become the yndoubted diminution of the 
poore husbandmans eſtate ?

Har. ' Yea, but ſith the leaſing forth of lands is allowed 
by poſitiue law es and for that many of our Noble · mens and 
Gentlemens lands are already ſo leaſed forth: the. Kings 
Maieſtie (gouerning the whole kingdome by thoſe his poſi- 
tive lawes) he will not ſo farre forth intermeddle with thoſe 
Noble-men,and Gentlemens priuate poſſeſſions, vnleſſe ſuch 
an extraordinarie courſe did neceffaxily tend to a more pub- 
like good, then theſe our prepoſterous platformers are yet a- 
ble to demonſtrate vnto him, by any one probable reaſon. 
Beſides that, as the head muſt ( by no meanes) go about to 
lirengthen the legs and the feete, by infeebling the ſhoul- 
dets and armes; 25 that would bring hurt to the whole bo. 
dy it ſelfe : no more may his excellent Highneſſe (for the 
encly ſupport of inferiour ſubieRs)ſo weaken the good eſtate 
of his Nobles and Gentlemen, ( who are _—_— ſhoulders 
and armes of his kingdome ) as they ſhall not bee able to 
yeeld him their publike aſſiſtance in time of need.

eſently do) I cannot perceiue( I aſſure thee) how the poore 

usbandmans ſtate ſhould not rather be hindred, tnen hel - 
ped by this their prepoſterous augmentation oftillage.

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Hydr. A very proper deuice to impoueriſh them ſelues, 
and to procure a preſent you hutt to our publike good: be- 
cauſe ( by this meanes ) chat their ſuppoſed great multitude 
of Farmers ſhould rather be decrcaſcd , then any thing in- 
creaſed at all. Moreouer, what would then become of that 
their augmentation of tillage which they ſo eagerly purſue, 
if all Farmers ſhould ſo fooliſhly forfait their leaſes? But ( to 
ſhew them their follie more plaine ) bee it ſuppoſed a great 
number of Farmes were ſo fallen, and left fora while in the 
land-lords hands, what iſſue ( thinkeſt thou) might follow 
theregf for publike good? 

Caps, This god (ſay they) would follow thereof:

Hhar. As though(ifthe Farmer did good on ſuch a Farme, 
notwithſtanding his former exceſſiue rent) the land · lord fir- 
ting rentfree, and throughly occupying that ſelfeſame Farme, 
might not do much more good thereof then did the Farmer 
before him : yea and ſo pethaps ( beginning a little to ſeele 
the ſweetneſſe of gaine ) will not hereaſter leaſe forth the 
faid Farme any more, but ſtill hold the ſame in his one oc- 
cupation. How then? Where are now become the great mul. 
titude of Farmers which theſe our fooliſh platformers do 
idlely dreame of by this their augmentation of tillage ?

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and in all the meane while both he and all his fir pilling of ' 
ſtrawes by the fire fide? When in the meane whileall tillage 
decayeth; the old ſtore of corne is quite conſumed; the No- 
bles and Gentlemen are mightily impoueriſhed for want of 
their vſuall rents; and poore men are famiſhed for lacke of 
foode? Is this the publike good we are to expect from that 
rhcir former augmentation of tillage? But, be it ſuppoſed a- 
aine, that the poore husbandmen might now haue thoſe 

their ſaid Farmes at twenty nobles rent by the yeate, for 
which they payed yearely 2 twentie pounds at the leaſt 
before: would thoſe husbandmens ſtate become any thing 
better now by this abatement of rent, then it formerly was 
when they payed twentie pounds yearely at leaſt ?

Hydr. That would I mine owe ſelſe, I aſſure thee , not 
without great probabilitie of reaſon alſo : and therefore, do 
heartily defire thine owne ſelfe, as alſothoſe our diſordered 
Tobacconits, that you would herein permit me to J play the y 2 Cer.11.19. 
foole for awhile ; becauſe you your ſelues are ſo wonderfull 
wiſe in your proper conceipts. And (for a further demonſtra- 
tion hereof ) let it here be ſuppoſed againe, that the poore 
husbandman ( when he ſate vpon twentie pounds rent be · 
fore) by his good husbandrie grew yearely ſome threeſcore 
quarters of corne; and that now (paying but twentie nobles 
a yeate) he doth one yeare with another reape ſome twelue 
ſcore quarters of corne at the leaſt; which (thou mayeſt not 
denie) were a wonderfull oddes: yet ſurely (ſo long as all o- 
ther things elſe do hold their accuſtomed rate) thou mayeſt

Hydr. Go to then, let vs now likewiſe obſerue that their 
former proportion alſo in their abundance of corne, and a- 
batement of rents, by rating their ewelueſcore quarters of 
corne, at their owne wiſhed price, namely, atfiuepencethe 
buſhell, that is, three hillings foure pence the quarter; and 
fo, our totall ſumme forthe twelueſcore quarters amounts 
but to fortjepounds, From this now deduct his twenty no- 
bles rent (Which is their deſired abateinent )and ſa hath he 
left to himſelfe but fortie markes at the moſ}, to defray his 
domeſticall chatges and vphold his ſaid husbandrie. Is not 
herein his eſtate made worſe then it was before by twentie 
markes yearely at leaſt, notwithſtanding his former twentie 
pounds ent, and the ſmall quantitie of cotne, in compariſon 
of his ewelueſcqrequarters now? So then, this his impoue · 
riſbed Race beiag foundly conſidered, as alſo, the exceſſiue 
charges of all other things being Rill conſidered ; how ſhall 
this poote husbandman be able (thinkeſt tbou)to vphold his 
ſaid husbandrie,to maintaine his one houſe, to pay ſeruants 
their wages, to bring vp his children, to performe to the 
Kiogs Maieſtie his ordinatie ſubſidies, fifteenes, taxes, pro- 
viſion, and ſuch other extraordinarie payments, without the 
vtter ſubuerſion of himſelfe, and his happie efiate? | 
Cap». Good Sir, your obſeruations herein they are, 
I aſſureyou, very pꝛobable, neither do A perteiue how the 
pooze huſbandmans ſtate ſhould /poſſiblp in ſuch an a- 
batement of the pꝛices of cazne) be betterod one pennie by 
the augmentation of tillage: vnleſſe all other things elſe 
that belong to his huſbandzy, were like wiſe abated in _ 
har. 
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Huyur. Thou conceiueſt che mattes ari ght. For whereas in 
former times (when corne was ſold ſor five pence abuſhell) 
the poore husbandman payed for a good new cart but one 
noble at moſt; now he payeth foure nobles at leaſt for the 
like. Then he might buy him a plaugh readie made for four- 
teene pence; now it will ſtand him. in ſoutteene groates at 
the leaſt. Thea he might prouide him his yron-workes for 
three farthings the pound: now he muſt pay three pence 
halfe · penny 2 euery pound at the leaſt. Then he might haue 
a whit · leather hide for one ſhilling at moſt: now he payeth 
five ſhillidgs foure pence at leaſt. Ihen he mighe haue had an 
acte of graſſe both mo ue and made tochis hands for too 

roates, or ten · pence at moſt: now he muſt giue two ſnil- 
E ſixepence at leaſt, and not haue it ſo well done by the 
halfe. Then might he hite a very good man- ſeruant for twen - 
tic groates wages: bow can be ft haue any fo good for 
twice fortie ſhallings at leaſt. Theo might be purchate a very 
good yard of full brode · cloath for three ſhillings foure pence 
at moſt; now he muſt pay ſome foureteene ſhillings foute 
penee at leaſt, fot the like, Then he might haue had a good 
paire of Shoes ſos ixepence: now cu he not haue the like 
for two ſhillings 6z« pence at aſt, and ſoforthe reſt. Theſe 
things therefore being ſoundly conſideted, how ſhould the 
poore husbandmands ſtate be bettered one pinne,.by aba- 
ting the prices of corue through that their prepoſterous aug · 
mentation of tillage, ſo long is all other things elſe do cont 
tive ſtill in that their former exceGue Feckoning?; : 

But 
ſo long as cozne ſap they, is at ſuch an erceſſine reckoning, 
all other things elſe muſt needs be deare:whereas the ſmall

dence of the eternall God. And ( to let paſſe the much bette · . * 3 
ting of arrable ground by the foulding of ſheepe) this (Ido 181715. 
ycrily ſuppoſe) may here be auouc hed for an infallible truth: Pſal. 78. 0.5 
that almoſt the third part of people in this our Engliſh Hand, 8 C. 24-35- 
ate vpheld & maintained by the Ls of ſheepe.

For firſt, let an exaRt ſuruey be had of thoſe our great ſheepe- 
maiſters themſelues, as alſo of that their ordinarie retinue 
which they hourely impl oy Nom the breeding & hearding 
of ſheepe ; chen next, of all thoſe our profeſſed clothiers in 
Wales, in Cornewall, in Devonſhire, in Kent, in Eſſex, in 
Suffolke , in Northfolke, in Yorkeſhire, Lancaſhire, Che- 
ſhire, Halifax, Kendall, with otherlike places where cloath- 
making is purpoſely profeſſed and practiſed together, with 
all their whole families depending vpon them; then next, let 
the ſelfe ſame ſuruey be likewiſe taken of al the poore labou- 
ring people which are this way ſet hourely on worke by 
thoſe out cloth · makers, about the ſeuering , ſorting , tow- 
ing, carding, ſpinning knitting, weauing, fulling, T 
dreſſing and dy ing of wooll and of cloathes; then next, of 
all thoſe prouident husbandmen who carcly defray their 
rents, and apparell themſelues by the b of ſheepe; 
and then laſtly, of all thoſe Artificers, radeſ-· men, and poore 
labouring people which yearely do cloathe themſelues, their 
wives and families, with thoſe webs of cloath which they v- 
ſually make of the gathering loakes that are ſcattered in pa- 
ſtures and fields by the breeding of ſheepe: let ( I fay now) 
ſome ſound and exact ſutuey be forthwith taken of all and e- 

uery of theſe, and I doubt 127 (when the accompt is caſt vp 
in a totall ſumme) but that the whole wil amount to the third 
part of people in our land at the le alt.

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making amongſt vs in England, pet cloathes (thep ſap) are 
neuer the cheaper in England: and therefoze they ſe not 
bow — men are bettered any thing at all, by the making 
Far. Though cloathes ( in very deede) were neuer the 
cheaper by the great ſtore of cloath- making among vs in 
England, which is vtterly vntrue: yet would cloathes be- 
come more exceſſiuely deare among vs in England by much, 
were it not for the great tore of clvarh+making throughout 


the whole land. And therefore how ſoeuer theſe gaine- aying 


companions, do groſly imagine that the poorer ſort of peo- 
ple ate nothing bettered by the making of cloath, yet ſurely 
if that one trade alone were diſcontinued among vs but for 
few yeares together; not onely the better ſort of men th 
would quickly begin to feele ſome very ſhrewd want, but 
many poore ſoules beſides ( ſet on worke by that meanes ) 
ſhould ſhortly haue hungrie bellies, Yea euen thoſe our To- 
laccaniſis themſelues would plod vp and done with thread 
bare backes, and tattered tailes. But now tell me Copmiſtics 
(Theartily pray thee) how any great ſtore of cloathes may 
poſſibly be made without abundance of wooll; which way, 
men may haue abundance of wooll, without a continuall 
breeding of ſheeepe; how ſuch a contimiail, breeding. of 
ſheepe may well be maintained without abundance of pa- 
ſture; and how ſuch abundance of paſture may poſſibly be 
had, where all our Incloſures are thus prepoſterouſly conuer- 
ted totiliage?: OE ee ab dt cd = age:

nag Curials- body conſpired ioyntly againſt the poore ſtomacke, as a- 

— ub. cap. gaiuſi him (forſooth)who(by his iuſatiable ravine) did con- 

8 tinualy exhauſt and deuoure the ordinarie labourt of all the 

other members beſides. For,whereas the eie it ſelfe was neuer 

ſatisfied with ſeeing, nor the eare with hearing; whereas the 

hands were bent each minute of an houre vpon their ordina- 

rie labours, the feete became fearefully ſorebated withtrot- 

ing to and fro; the tongue was cuen worne to the ſtumpes 

about the moderating of ſpeech and ſilenee; yea all the 

whole members were mutually-deuoted towards the-pub- 

like good of the whole body it ſelfe: onely ( in this their. ge 

norall careful nieſſe and exceſſiue toyle ) the ſtomacke:it᷑ ſelfe 

(as ckey falſly ſurmiſed) he lived at eaſe, and W hatſoeuer thè 

reſt of the members had carefully prepared before by any 

their mutuall labours, he alone deuoured vp the ſame hy a 

prodigall waſte. What neede many words? The reſt of the 

mrwbert oonfdering tlis, theud all. oyntiy conclude to 

deſiſt forth with from all thoſe their peculiat deſignements 

for publike good: and there withalb (withholding whatſoe- 

ver gonuenient ſuſtenance from the 99 — it ſelfe) 

they fullyrefolved totonere that iber inſatiable and floch- 

full duet ſarie with the cominualb want of nucrimens. Vpon 

this their ouerhaſtie and headierreſolutjion; one day wat paſ- 

ſect quite im a pining penurie. The ſocond day followed more 

tedious, aul irleſome tbad the other hefore. But the third 
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was ſo extremely byting and pinching to the Romacke ir 
ſelſe, and all the {aid members befides , as they ioyntly be- 
gan to faint and co fagge. Opprelied thus by vrgent neceſſi - 
tie, the members they aſſemble themſelues afreſh, very ſeri- 
conſulting about their oe , and that their ſuppoſed 
aduerſarie his preſent eſtate. In which their publike aſſem- 
blie, the head it hung draoping downe; the ſhoulders (be- 
ing ſhrewdly benummed )chicy ſhakingly ſhrunke cogether; 
the, ares became weake; the hands vnable toholdthem- 
ſelues vp the fecte were infeebled ſo ſore, as they could not 
poſſibly ſupport their appointed burden; the whole body it 
conſumed away; yea the tongue vrhich vntill then waspreg- 
nant enough to pleade for the: publike good of the whole 
bedyir.ſclfe, it eftſoones began toſaulter, and cleauerſo faſt 
to the roofe of the mouth, asit had now no power in it ſelfe 
to propound and expound the publike occaſion ofthat their 
preſent calamitie. The caſe ſtanding fearefully thus, the 
whole members ( hy a ioynt conſent they make theit mutu- 
all rocourſe to theit ſoueraigne Ladie the Heart, for pre. 
ſent aduice in this their publike diſtreſſe: who (examining 
the matter with a more aduiſed and mature deliberation, )by 
the very, ſway of ſound and ſubſtantiall reaſon did make it 
Wpatently euident epall rhe membem, chat this ſo enceedi 
a miſerie befelt them-all, onely becauſe ofitheit former h 
meaſure towards the ſaid ſtomac ke their falſly ſuppoſed ad- 
uerſiry. For, by wichd:awing a competent ſuſtenance from 
him (he bring the deputed publike dipenſer thereof to the 
reſt of che members, ) they didi heteby al ſo deprius thõſolueg

I 4 warfarre at his owne praper cet) it cannot othertvaies 
e, but that (by withholding the publike maintenance from 
the ſaid ſtomacheit ſelſo) they themſelues were proportio- 
nably diſabled every uf them ſrom the dutifulldiſchutge af 
their proper deſiguementꝭ for publike good.

And therefore ( ſaich reaſ6n }I conclude it 
a ſafer courſe , and much more conſanatit to natures ſacred 
ditection, that. a conuenient nutziment be primarily beſto- 
wed on him hol muſt propomionably diſtribute the ſame 
vnto others , then (by thus peeuiſhly deptiuing the ſaid ſto- 
macke therof) to procure an ineuitable penurie vpon it ſelſe, 
and all the reſt of the mambers. A * forthwith 
to paſſe(by reaſons pithie pexſwaſion) that the ſaid ſtomacke 
being 2 — with corporalt ſuſtenance, all the 
reſt of the members (Of her operation) were proportiona- 
bly, and mutually refreſhed together. Ladie Experience(the 
Schoolemiſlriſſe of fooles ) making thereſt of the members 
now tbperccige their former exceeding great ſollie, the ſto- 
macke he was vniuerſally freed from all imputation of 
blame concerning this their needleſſe calamitie. Becauſe, 
howſoeuer he be ( in very deede ) an inſatiable deuouter of 
whatſoever their publike labours, yet dotlrhe not ſo inſatia- 
bly feede thereupon for kimfelfe alone, but likewiſe, for all 
the reſt of the members : and therefore, he being pined with 
a needleſſe penutie, they cannot but be miſerably pinched 
with a biting hunger. Surely.Caprfime, if thou examine the 
matteraright, thou ſhall find it euen ſo in the politieke body 
of euery particular counttey. Wherein, albeit the ſtomacke 
che poore husbandman I meane) doth heape vp together 
exceeding much maintenance : yet doth he not heape vp the 
ſame ſo much for his owne proper vie , as forthe publike 
good of all che particular members in that ſelfe ſame politi- 
call body. And therefore ſo much the more heedfull regard 
muſt hourely be had about the orderly ſupportation of that 
one eſtate aboue all the reſt: by how much the proſperous, or 
the pinjng condmion of all other eſtates doth proportionably 
dependyponthavohe eftate abobe all the reſt.· For be thou 


hroughly aſſure d of this, that there is proportionably euen 
one and the ſelſe ſame office of the ſtomacke in a — bo- 
die, aut of the poore husbandmans eſtate in euety 2 
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body. Becauſe if the Romacke it ſelfe be hourely kept in 
good quarter, all the reſt of the members they are mutually 
refreſhed thereby. Whereas, if it be made empty of corporult 
ſuſtenance, how ſhould it then be able, either propetly to 
fupport ic owne ſelſe, or collaterally to ſuſtaine the reft of 
the members? And even fo, if the poore husbandmans eſtate 
be vpheld in an happie condition, the reſt of the members 
throughout the whole politicall body, arc ſubſtantially and 
ſoundly ſuppotted from vtter confuſion, Whereas, if the 
oore husbandmans happie eſtate be fearefully impoueri- 
ſhed, how ſhould any eſtate elſe in that ſelfe ſame political 
body be poſſibly enriched, or fafely preſerued? And therefore 
tet theſe ourdiſordered Tobarromſts take heede in time, leſt 
(by this their prepoſterous augmentation oftillage vnderan 
idje and fained pretence of publike good) they do not hurt 
themſelues and the reſt of the members in this out politicall 
body, to the vtter ſubuetſion of our publike good. For if 
eorne it ſelfe (by this their augmentarion of tillage) ſhould

of tillage by much; and (which more is) that ( notwithſtan- 

ding the badneſſe thereof) they are eftſoones entorced to 

beſtow #twofold labour in gatheriog the ſame: ſurely when 

their proper experience hath made them perceiue the plaine 

truth of the-premiſſes, they will thencrie out to their ſexuants 

and ſay, Sirs, we haue now adaies a very long harueſt for a 
littlecorne. For fir ypon this prepoſterous augmentation of 

iillage t it was never well with the Common-wealch, ' hace 

the ſame was firſt ſo fantaſtically ſer on foote. For cuery huſ- 

bandman now hath ſo much atrable land in his proper poſ- 
ſeſſion, and ſo little manure withall ro make it more burthen- 

ſome, as he loſeth one acre while he is fore toyling about a- 

nother.

For, as it is a moſt filthie 
ſhame for them, to yeeld their vnderhand approbation to- 
wards any ſuch publike diſorders: ſo ſurely, had they but 
one dramme of Gods grace in their hearts, one ſcruple ot a 
ſubiectlike ſubiection in cheir heads, yea one iot of an honeſt 
humanitie in any of their minds; they would hold it much 
more be ſeeming their perſons and places, to teach their pari- 
ſhioners al holy ſubiection towards their ſuperioursʒ to beate 
downe very bitterly whatſoeuer diſorders ſhall but put out 
their head againſt our poſitive la wes, and the publike peace 
of our foueraigne Lord the King; yea and euen rather to ha- 
zard their ptoper perſons and ſtates about the timely ſappreſ- 
fing of euety ſuch deſperate attempt ftom priuate perſons, 
than either by deed, by word, or by countenance, to giue any 
eneouragement at all to ſuch a prepoſterous proiect. How - 
at.

This thing is fo plaine of it ſelfe, as jt needs no 
plainer demonſtration atall, then the former, and now pre- 
ſent experience. For who doth not ſee, but that the whole 
Peeres of our kingdome,y Nobles,the Gentrie,& Yeoman» 
rie alſo, might much better maintaine their eſtates in former 
ages with ſome five hundred, three hundred,or one hundred 
pounds rent at the molt, when all other things elſe appertai- 
ning to their houſhold prouiſion, their ordinarie attire, and 
the moderate pompe of their perſons and places did gene- 
1ally run at ſo low a rate, then they may now (in this pre- 
fent age) witha thouſand, ſixe hundred, or three hundred 
pounds tent at the leaft, when all thofe the former ſupplies 
cannot poſſibly be gotten without an exceſſive reckoning?

and the folke of their futnilie now; with beſtowing two ſhil- 
lingsſixpence ypon every buſhell of corne , as their fore-ta- 
thers might haue done in former ſeaſons when they payed 
but ſixpence for euery buſhel]. For euen as the prices of corne 
ate now increaſed 10 ſurely the different ptices of their ſe- 
uerall traffickes, their ſundrie commodities, add ordinaric 
labours, they, are likewiſe ptopottionably augmented and 
raiſed accordingly, ſo as the different times haue brought 
no diſparagement it all to their different Rates, Iwill make 
it mote apparently manifeſt by this demonſttation: When a 
Shoo - maker in former ſeaſons )might teadily buy him a bu- 
ſhell of corne for ſixpence, in choſe ſelfe ſame times he hard- 
ly could ſell a pood paire of ſhooes for ſ1zpence, And where. 
as a Shoo-maker now payeth two — fixpence for euc- 
ry buſhell of corne, he may now alſo ſell the like paire of 
ſhooes for two ſhillings ſixpence. So as one paire of ſhooes 
(in former times) would buy but a buſhell of corne : and one 
paire of ſhooes ( in our preſent daies N will likewiſe procure 
him a buſhell of corne, Theſe things being certainely ſo, the 
Shoo · makers ſtate is much better now, then was the Shoo- 
makers ſlate in formet ſeaſons. For, this Shoo · maker hauing 
once procured him a buſhell of corne with one paire of 
ſhooes, which alſo his fore - fathers were forced to giue for a 
buſhell in former ages, he hath fully as many ſhooes remai- 
ning for his further vſes, as had his fore · fathers before him, 
yea and each paire of his will be fulſyas much worth as five 
paire of the like in his fore · fathets daies.

The Kings 

Maleſties power, and theſe our diſordered perſons did skir- 
miſh.togetherin a cauſe 'contradiQorie, ot in a matter of 

meere repugnancie. Becauſe the Kings power it ſtood for

For Princes are not to be feared for good workes, but for e- 
uill. Wile thou then be without feate of the power? Do well, 
fo ſhalt thou be praiſed for the ſame, for he is the Miniſter of 
God for thy wealth.
